VISALIA, Apr. 28 — Agricul- 
ure is still great in Tulare county, 
but agricultural income slipped a 
little during 1965, according to 
figures released this week in the 
annual report by Elvin O. Mankins, 
ulare County Agricultural com- 
missioner. 

Agricultural income was $324,- 
221,000 in 1965, compared to a 
record $357,335,000 in 1964 and 
$325,848,000 in 1963. 

Although there have been some 
yearly dips in the annual figures, 
consistent trend in the county’s 
agricultural income since 1945 has 
been up — and will no doubt con- 
tinue this trend in’the years ahead. 

In general figures, field crops 
were down $20,289,000, or about

Dangerous Crop

One delightful prerogative 
of an officeholder, particular- 
ly a legislator with national 
political ambitions, is his abil- 
ity to provide a forum for 
himself. 

When that ability is cou- 
pled with a magic name and 
a peculiar talent for being 
where the news is made, the 
headlines are assured. 

One such politico is Senator 
Robert Kennedy, the junior 
solon from New York whose 
penchant for grabbing the 
spotlight is becoming legend. 

Several weeks ago Kennedy 
drew national attention — 
and news coverage — by ap- 
pearing before students at the 
University of Mississippi to 
discuss racial issues in the 
face of segregationist disap- 
proval. His speech and enthu- 
siastic reception was pub- 


‘lished and broadcast through- 


out the land. 


What didn’t gain as much 
attention was the talk to stu- 
dents the same day by Sen- 
ator Thruston Morton of Ken- 
tucky, a talk which reported- 
ly drew even greater applause 
than Kennedy’s. Kennedy, 
however, upstaged his col- 
league by calling a press con- 
ference at the precise moment 
Morton was speaking. 

Californians were treated 
to a bit of the same game re- 
cently when Kennedy joined 
a U. S. Senate subcommittee 
holding hearings in Sacra- 
mento, Visalia and Delano,

ostensibly to take testimony 
on pending farm labor legisla- 
tion. 

Only here the script went 
awry. 

Although programmed to 
examine proposed legislation 
establishing minimum wages 
for agricultural workers and 
otherwise regulating farm 
labor, the hearings, according 
to Don Upton, associate editor 
of the respected California 
Farmer, were badly stacked 
against agriculture and in 
favor of labor. 

Labor witnesses dominated 
the hearings and wherever 
Kennedy went he drew 
throngs of enthusiastic ad- 
mirers of the magic name. 
Despite a late arrival and an 
early departure from the 
scene, Kennedy again cap- 
tured most of the headlines. 


His play, however, came to 
a screeching halt when the 
solons moved to the scene of 
the protracted Delano grape 
strike. Throughout the hear- 
ings California’s own Senator 
George Murphy had fouled 
up the Kennedy script by 
demanding that the record 
being built contain “fact, not 
fiction.” 

Encouraged by Murphy’s 
effort to bring meaning to the 
hearings, a huge crowd of 
local residents and non-strik- 
ing farm workers jammed the 
hall to register their disap- 
proval of labor’s organizing 
efforts. 

When the surprise opposi- 
tion showed up, shifting the

tone of the press coverage, 
Editor Upton noted “definite 
signs of consternation over 
the way things were going at 
several points.” 

“In our opinion, they hadn't 
counted on such solid opposi- 
tion,” he observed.
